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PREFACE 

EXPLAINING THE PLAN AND USE OF THE 

LEXICON. 



HE late learned Dodor Taylor^ in the Prefece 
to his Concordance, very judicioufly remarks, that, 
** In other Lexicons, the conjugates and derivatives 
" of Hebrew words are not to be found, but under 
*• their proper roots ; and therefore, before a mkn cair 
** readily ufe his lexicon, he muft be well acquainted 
^* with the feveral ftruftures* and variations of Hebrew 
*• words : that is to fay, he muft be a confiderable prb* 
*' ficient in the language. , This muft needs be a great 
'* embarraffment to the learner. And though. there are 
*' rules for finding the roots ; they are fo tedious, and 
** oblige one to fpend fo much time in turning over 
^' the lexicon, that it is very difgufting and difcourag.. 
^' ing/' 

The reafon why the method of inveftigating the 
root is fo tedious and difcouraging is, becaufe a vaft 
number of the Hebrew roots frequently lofe, drop, or 
change fome of their radical letters in their formation j 
particularly the firft radicals ** and 3, the fecond radi- 
cals 1 and \ and the third radical H, as ^Ifo the fecond 
radical doubled. So that when, upoi^ the removal of 
the ferviles, there arie but two radicals remaining, which 
happens very frequently^ there may be occafion for mak- 
ing feven or eight trials, ere the learner fucceeds in 
finding the root he wants : for, according to the con- 
ftrudlion of the Hebrew, it is in fome meafure unceis 
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iv PREFACE. 

tain whether the root is to be completed, either by 
doubling the fecond remaining radical, or by affixing 
the n, or by inferting between thefe two radicals a 1 or 
a \ or by prefixing the '^ or the 3 : befides, the K, 
whether it be the firft or the laft radical, is often drop- 
ped ; and there are fome other occafional irregulari- 
ties- So that, if we fliould, for inftance, fix upon /J, 
and confider it as Handing for any two permanent rad- 
ical letters, it is uncertain, whether the root be /J, 

lii, rhi, SiJ, Tj, hi\ 7J3, bJK, or i6i. 

Every learner theji would furely be glad to be fpar- 
pd the trouble and fatigue, which fuch a rule necefli- 
tates, being defirous to find at firft fight or trials what 
he is feeking for. 

To remedy this inconvenience, Dr. TayUr has added 
a copious alphabetical index of Hebrew words, whofe 
jroots are difficult to be inveftigated^ direfting to the 
roots and places where fuch words are to be found in 
his Concordance. ** This (fays he) will greatly facili- 
*• tate the learning of the Hebrew, and is fuch an ad- 
** vantage which no other lexicon, that the author has 
*^ feen or heard of, will afford.** 

This very index of his takes up no lefs than nine- 
teen flieets in folio ; a much larger number of fheets 
than the whole of this lexicon contains : while the end 
aimed at thereby, is fully and clearly anfwered in the 
prefent lexicon, by its being formed upon the follow- 
ing plan. 

I have caft together into one paragraph all thdfe fev- 
leral roots, which have the fame two permanent radicals. 
Thefe are indeed fometimes more, and fometimes few- 
er, and in all the poffible varieties : but, on every fuch 
event, it is in fome meafure dubious in which of the 
feveral wkys the root is to be completed. But by 
means of this affociation, the learner will find the root 
at once J only by turning to thofe two radicals, which

Jie has vifibly before him in the Hebrew Bible. And to 
prevent all confufion, I have kept thefeveral roots dif*, 
tinct from each other, in the fame paragraph, by afhort 
line between them, and arranged them as much as 
could be convenient, in the fame uniform order : placr 
ing firft, the two permanent letters, if they by them* 
felves make a root ; then, the root wherein the fecond 
radical is doubled ; next, where the third radical is H ; 
after that the root or roots, in which the 1 or ** are in- 
ferted as the fecond radical ; and placing fuch roots 
laft as are completed by prefixing "^ or 3 or K : for in- 
ftance, under thofe two permanent letters *73, where 
there are no lefs than eight roots thrown together, they 
are placed in the following order ; / /D, 2173, 713, T3, 
W, 733, ^3N, and nS3. ' 

As the quiefcent and defective verbs are affociated 
together in this manner, the learner will eafily conclude 
that he may, in ufing this lexicon, for the moft part, 
caft afide as if fervile, the third radical H, the fecond 
radicals 1 and \ and the radicals ** and 2 ; and look in- 
to the lexicon only for the two permanent radicals. 
However, in all cafes without exception, he may turn 
.to the lexicon for thofe letters, which remain after the 
removal of the ferviles, and he will either find, or be 
immediately directed to the root ; there being fuffi- 
cient notice taken of each root in its proper alphabeti- 
cal place, to anfwer this end. In what cafes the firft 
radicals ** and 3 may be deemed permanent, will be seen 
at the head of thefe two letters in the lexicon. 

Sometimes it appears that only one radical remains, 
the root being doubly imperfect ; in this cafe, it is fo 
ordered, that the learner may only fuppofe ^n H after 
it to be the other, and look into the lexicon according- 
ly ; and if that does not anfwer, he may take the next 
letter that is vifible in the word, and account that the 
other, and fo he will be direfted to the root.

To complete this fchemc, not only thcfeveral roots 
which have the fame permanent radicals are thus affort- 
cd together, but alfo where the firft radical K, or any 
other letter is occafionally dropped, changed, or trani- 
pofed ; and wherever the Heemantic letters K, O, or D 
are prefixed to an imperfeil root, (in which cafe only 
they may be eafily mifiaken for radical letters) I have 
taken notice thereof in the proper places. In a word, 
this lexicon is fo contrived, that, upon the removal of 
manifeft ferviles, the learner will, upon confulting it, 
immediately find the root he wants, or be direfted to 
It ; and not only fo, but with this advantage, that fie 
will fee it in company with thofe other roots, which 
have the fame conftituent, permanent radicals; where- 
by he may judge for himfelf, to which of thofe feve- 
ral roots, the word he feeks for does, or may, moft 
properly belong. 

I cannot but think likewife, that this affociation df 
roots may not only anfwer the above end, of making 
the inveftigation eafy ; but fome other valuable pur- 
pofes, which will be ufeful as well to the Latin fcholar, 
as to the Englifh learner. For it often appears, that 
ieveral of thefe aflbciated roots are manifeftly and al- 
lowedly the fame ; and others of them have fignifica- 
tions fo nearly allied to each other, that they are eafi- 
ly reducible to the fame radical idea. 

Mr. Farkhurjt has in his lexicon evidently demon* 
ftrated this in many inftances, and has with much la- 
bour and ingenuity, and not without good fuccefs, join- 
ed feveral of them into one root, afligning one com- 
mon radical idea to them. But I have rather chofen 
for the moft part, to leave this to the judgment of oth- 
ers, giving hereby the judicious an opportunity to 
compare, adjuft, conneft, or diftinguilh them, as they 
fiiallfee beft. 

This lexicon contains the feveral Hebrew roots, an4 
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PREFACE. vU 

the refpcftivc derivatives under each (proper names ex- 
cepted) with their fignifications : while the primitive or 
radical idea, which is the proper clue for underfiand- 
ing the language is printed in italics for the iake of 
diftin&ion and emphafis : and brief hints are interfperf- 
€d to (how how the radical idea is preferved through 
the various fignifications or applications of the rooL 
If thefe explications are not in all inftances fo (atisfac^ 
tory as could be wiihed, I can only fay, they are the 
beft I could find and colled from the feveral authors I 
have confulted. 

But I am far from thinldng that this language has 
been fufficiently ftudied to inveftigate and afcertain in 
all cafes, the natural idea of a root, or to explain the 
true connexion of its feveral fignifications with its 
primitive idea. And therefore, where difierent au- 
thors are difierently minded> and I could not find out 
from any of them fuch an account of the connexions 
as appeared in fome meafure eafy» natural or fatisfac- 
tory, I have freely mentioned the connexion as uncer- 
tain. 

And being defirous to condud the whole with prop- 
er impartiality, I have not attempted to impofe any 
thoughts of my own upon others ; choofing rather to 
leave fuch things as are dubitable to their own deter* 
mination ; and to furniih them, as much as poflible, ia 
fo narrow a compafs^ with materials for forming a 
judgment for themfelves* 

For this reafon, there are interfperfed many quota- 
tions! all referring to the numbers of the chapters and 
verfes as they ftand in the Englifli Bible. Where the 
places, in which a word is found are numerous* and 
fo the fecfe fufficiently afcertained, I have made no quo- 
tations at all : but where there ^.vcfew, and the mean- 
ing given may therefore admit of a doubt, I have pro^ 
^luced^ all the places where the word is found in the 
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fenfe which immediately precedes it : that the ftudioii^ 
learner may have an. opportunity to judge for himfelf* 
in fuch dubious cafes, by turning to the paflage^ 
quoted. 

Thefe are conveniences which I have long wifhed for^ 
even when learning the language myfelf> but could nev- 
er obtain them ; nor ever hear of any lexicon or con- 
cordance whatever, that afforded fuch defirable helps. 

Though I am not confcious of any omiffions ; yet, 
confidering how much the ufual lexicons muft have 
been turned over backward and forward to accom- 
plifh this fcheme, it would rather be a wonder, if there 
be found no miftake or overiight j notwithflanding 
all the care that has been taken. 

I have long thought that no good or valid reafon 
can be offered, why an Engliihman, as fuch, fliould 
not be as well accommodated for learning the Hebrew 
language, as the Latin fcholar : fince the contents of 
the Hebrew Bible are equally interefting to both ; and 
the Hebrew idiom is as well fuited to the Englilh as 
to the Latin. This coniideration has induced me to 
compofe and publifh fuch a commodious and compen- 
dious lexicon, whereby the language may be learned 
with the greateft facility and expedition, at a fmall 
expenfe ; and I have done it in fuch a way, that even 
thofe who learn it by the medium of the Latin tongue, 
may be affifted by this lexicon, efpecially in inveftigat- 
ing the root, as much as thofe for whofe ufe it is pri- 
marily intended : for, in this refped, the prefent lexi- 
con may be confidered and ufed as a fupplement to aH 
others, whether in Englilh or Latin : and fo be a means 
of furthering the knowledge of the holy fcriptures* 
which are able to make us wife unto lalvation, through 
faith which is in Chrift Jefus.

CONSTRUCTION AND RATIONALE 

OF TH« 

HEBREW TONGUE. 



This language, which is written and read from 
tight to left, is (k>ubtless the most ancient now existing, 
and was most probably the original one ; being formdi 
upon the most easy, natural, and simple principles. 

By cpmparing the alphabets of the several learned lan- 
guages together, observing the order in which the letters 
stand, and at the same time, consulting nature as to the 
various articulate sounds formed by theorgan&of speech, 
we shall find reason ta conclude that tlif several Hebtew 
letters have the following power or sounds appropriated 
to each : but to make out this distinctly, would require 
a treatise of itself, o^ the nature of pronunciation, and 
the original powers of letters. 

Here then you have the usual oame, with the form or 
figure, and the power or SQuhd of each letter.

a distinct simple sound ; and that all of them together 
express all the single articulations (save one) that are 
found in any of the learned languages, and perhaps in any 
other language whatsoever; which is much more than 
can be said ip favour of any other alphabet. 

The only simple sound not found here is the flat a^ a$ 
pronounced in b^t, h^t, &c. Now as in ma,ny Hebrew 
words several consonants, meet together, so that they can^ 
i)ot be pronounced without the interposing or supplying 
of some vowel, this flat a will answer that purpose : 
however, the learner may u^e either this or any iJbari 
vowel as thus supplemental ; so that he. takes care to 
pronounce the textual vowels long and distinctly* 

It is not unlikely that th^ Hebrew as well as the Greek 
wafi anciently written without any division of the^ words; 
for it has five letterst called ^w^^/r, which were not to be 
used, but at the end of words ; and therefore must be of 
great use to certify (when necessary) where, a word ended*

It has been laid down for a rule, that letters of the same 
organ may be exchanged for each other. But these in- 
stances are very rare, and are taken notice of in the^ 
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LexieoQ in their proper places. Hoirever, it must be 
owned, that the four vowels S, n, % % are ea^h of them 
sometimes omitted, and are sometiifies redundant ; espe- 
dally the 1 and ♦ : and are sometimes exchanged one fdr 
toother. 

Hebrew Wards are usually divided mio Primitives atid 
Derivatives ; and the Letters mio Radicals and S^viles. 

Primitive words, called also Roots^ are siich as expr^fss 
any radical or natural idea or action ; afid may be pf 
almost any part of speech. And as this language consults 
brevity, a primithre word has never less than two, xxot 
more than three letters. It is evident that 2 i distinct 
single tetters would fall exceedingly short of expressing all 
radical ideas ; and two of these 22 lettel-s cdmpounded 
every way would make but 22 times 22 roots, eqtirf to 
484 ; which is still a number not large enough for tb^ 
present purpose : but three letters compounded every 
possible wajr would be quite sufficient, being 22 timei 
22 timc^ 22, equal to 10,648 ; and th^eforfe there could 
be no necessity in any language, that any one primitive 
word should have more than three letters* 

Those words which are composed of more than three 
letters are certainly compounds ; though we cannot give a 
distinct rational account of the composition of such words 
in all cases. 

Derivatives are such as are derived from their primi- 
tives, and are distinguished from them by the addition o£ 
servile letters. Wherefore, 

Hebrew Letters are usually divided into radicals and 
serviles. Radicals are such of which a root is composed, 
and serviles are such as serve for the variation of the root- 
Any of the letters of the alphabet may be radical, or 
make a part of the root; but some of these letters, viz. such 
as are most^iw/ypronounced, are userffor serviles; becai^c* 
they are best adapted to the most frequent use. These are 
the vowels ti, H, % % with the 0, 0, and Jl, and are 
commonly called Heemantic. They are applied to various 
uses, both in nouns and in verbs and othei- parts of speech^ 
bj being prefixed, affixed, or inserted ; jUst as in other 
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tEinguages, a primitive word is varied by prepositions and 
terminations. There are other letters of the alphabet which 
are also counted servile : but as they will be foupd to be 
derived from RooU^ we shall show their use separately. 
No way of forming the necessary variations of a root 
could be more easy and expeditious, than by one such 
letter or two, being thus applied to the root. 

M and T\ are frequently prefixed to a root, in order to 
form a noun out of a verb, as npj< a natlye^ from mT 
to spring up^ and T07n a scholar^ from ^^^ to teach.

the name of a people, as UViS a Canaanite. 

1 or ^ is sometimes inserted between the second and third 
radical, or between the first and second, to change a verb 
into a noun. 

n prefixed to a noun is often emphatic, and prefixed to 
a sentence is interrogative, turning it into a question ; and 
when affixed to the name of a place, it means towards it, 
and is called 71 local. 

The other uses of these serviles will follow in their 
proper places. 

As in all languages there is a nec<?ssity for some marks

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to distinguish number and gender ; so the Hebrew, which 
has only two numbers, the singular and plural, and two 
genders, the masculine and feminine, distinguish them ia 
the following manner. 

To distinguish the feminine singular from the mascu- 
line, it affixes n or n, and sometimes, though more seldom, 
rW or rV y and for the sake of greater emphasis, it some- 
times annexes both the signs of the feminine nn. 

N.B. The cardinal numbers from three to ten, (invert- 
ing the former rule) when they end in a radical letter are 
feminine, but when with n or D are masculine. 

To distinguish the plural from the singular masculine, 
k aflixes o^ or V ; • and to distinguish the plural from the 
singular feminine, it changes n into fll : but if the singu- 
lar feminine be HI or IV the plural feminine is nV. 

Some masculine nouns end as if feminine, and somie 
feminines end as masculines y while some endings are 
compounded of both, as TiDH an high place> whose plu- 
ral is tDWOl. 

Whett any thing is expressed in the plural form, with- 
out ascertaining the precise number, which yet the context 
requires to be determined ; the sense of that plural must 
be restrained to a dual. See i Kings xvi. 24. 

When a noun or a participle stands in close connexion 
with a noun immediately following it, or with a pronoun 
affixed, then it is said to be in constructioni in this case, 
the singular feminine changes its n into n, and the plural 
masculine drops the 0. ,As n^^lHa law, niH^ jnmn the 
law of the Lord.

Here the language appears to affi^ct a beautiful and

The substantives and adjectives generally agree In num- 
ber and gender as in other languages ; but it is to be ob* 
served, that in Hebrew the substantive is always placed in 
order before the adjective, (numeral adjectives excepted) 
as D3n ai2^ a wise man ; but if the adjective be placed 
first, the verb to beis understood j as goo(J is vrisdom. 

Cardinal nouns of number, having a plural termination 
are usually joined to substantives m the singular ; and 
vice versa, those that have a singular termination, to sub- 
stantives in the plural ; there being little occasion for a 
plural mark in such a case* 

As to Hebrew Pronouns we should have no need to take 
notice of them in the grammar, (they being all to be 
found in the lexicon) were it not for the great and remark- 
able use that is made of them in the very construction of 
the language, as will fully appear in what follows : and 
this requires us to mention only the primitive pronouns 
of the three persons, singular and plural, masculine and 
feminine*

Let a person familiarize these pronouns to his mind, 
and he will be thereby led into a very considerable part 
of the rationale of this tongue. For though nothing could 
he more easy and e^^peditious, than the method of varying 
a root by the heemantic letters : yet we shall see much 
more of the beaaty, brevity, and regularity of the He- 
brew, in the use it makes of these pronouns, in a way 
that is strictly natural, very intelligible, and greatly help* 
ful to the memory: so

Further, instead of the distinct words, /, thou^ he ; ive^ 
fey they^ used in the English tongue, to denominate the 
number and person of verbs, the Hebrew generally pre- 
fixes the/or/w^rparts of the primitive pronouns, and affixes 
the latter parts of them, to answei the purpose : which 
brings us on to describe the manner in which the moods, 
tenses,numbers, persons,and genders of verbs are formed* 

The Hebrew verbs have but three moods, viz. the /;«- 
dkativej the Imperative^ and Infinitive. 

The Indicative mood which declares an action as done, 
or to be done, haS in the Hebrew but two tenses. This is 
a very extraordinary circumstance, since the Greek, Latin, 
and English, have six or seven, or more ; and it is the more 
unaccountable, as one would judge that nature itself nmst 
require at least three^ viz. the past^ the present^ and the 
future ; how then, two tenses can be sufficient to answer 
the purpose of any language is at first sight difficult to 
make out. But i^e must remark, that, in the Hebrew 
language, it is taken for granted that a person may know 
by the very scope, drift, and currency of what he reads, 
whether it is the history of things ^^jf, a prophecy or pro* 
mise of things/«/i^r^ ; or a doctrine or moral observation 
about what is true at present , or continually, and the like; 
so that there is no necessity to distinguish the one from 
the other by the use of tenses. And it is very evident 
that this is not the proper design of them in the Hebrew ; 
for both the tenses, called the preter and the future are us- 
ed equally and promiscuously in prophecies or promises of 
things long to come, and in histories of things long past. 
So that, when in Hebrew, we are reading history, we 
must translate xhe future as well as preter tense, as if re- 
lating what is past ; and in prophecy, we must explain 
the preter as well as future tense, as speaking of things to 
come. Therefore the chief design of these two tenses in 
the Hebrew^ is to express the relation of one action or 
event to another in the currency of the same paragraph^ 
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whether it be history or prophecy. The preterien^t ex- 
presses what is relatively past in regard to what stands ia 
the future tense ; and vice versa, xh& future expresses what 
is relatively /«/ar^, in regard to what stands in tbepreter 
tense. If then we consider language in this natural and 
easy light, we shall see that there is no occasion for any 
more than two tenses j and, if in reading the Hebrew 
language, we conceive as if we ourselves were present, 
when the transactions, referred to in prophecy or history, 
pass ; we shall see the meaning, propriety, and use of 
the two tenses. 

The preter and future are distinguished from each other 
in a very plain and natural way ; for, in the preter j the 
signs of the persons are affixed to the root,fhereby placing 
the verb itself behind^ to denote the action being past ; 
and in the future^ the signs of the persons are prefixed, 
thereby casting the verb before^ to denote the action to be 
future : only there is no prefix nor affix to the third person 
singular masculine in the preter, that being naturally us- 
ed in language with the greatest frequency. * 

To express the number and person under each of the 
tenses, the primitive pronouns are affixed or prefixed to 
the root in a very regular and easy manner : for generally- 
speaking, the former part of them are prefixed, and the 
latter affixed. 

In the preter tense, the latter part is affixed, and this 
tense accordingly stands thus.

N. B. In the future tense, and in the imperative and 
infinitive moods, a 1 is often found inserted between the 
second and third radicals ; as lipDK} I will visit. 11pDt 
visit thon, or, to visit. 

This language in order to take the greatest advantage 
of a root, has threcy or (as they may be considered) yfv^ 
conjugations ; whereby not only the same root which is 
active mzj become passive^ as in other languages; but 
likewise the root is varied, so as to signify not only the 
doing an action, but the causing it to be done ; and besides, 
the root is so applied sometimes as to make the action r^- 
ciprocaly an action upon one's self. From hence arise the

These prefixes are or maybe used, in all possible cases, 
to nouns or verbs, or pronouns, and the like : by which 
means it sometimes comes to pass, that a Hebrew word 
may be compounded of mere serviles, as ^3 in me : or 
rather such words are compounded of two distinct roots 
contracted, as ^a in thee, compounded of 3 in from n3 
and*] thee, from ^n^{ thou. 

The prefixes 3, 3, 7, O, prefixed to a verb make it of 
the infinitive mood. These prefixes with the addition of 
n, ♦fl, or 10 sometimes make distinct words, and signify 
the same as the prefix itself does without the addition : 
thus n3 in, 1D3 as : these additions are called Syllabic 
Adifictions. 
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The other conjunctions and prepositions &c. are found 
in the lexicon. 

The letters usually called paragogic^ which are occa- 
sionally found at the end of some words, and seem to be 
superfluous, are not so in reality. For, 

J* paragogic is annexed to the persons of verbs ending 
in 1 by way of emphasis, after the manner of the Arabi- 
ans. 

n paragogic is annexed to the prcter and imperative of 
the second person masculine, to distinguish it from the 
feminine ; in other cases it seems to be emphaticaL 

1 paragogic is added to a noun in construction, which 
may be by way of emphasis : and is thus distinguished 
from 1 a pronoun affix, that being never annexed to a 
word in construction. 

* paragogic frequently adheres to infinitives, nouns and 
participles, and sometimes even to particles, probably fojr, 
the sake of ease or pleasure in pronunciation. 

\ paragogic is annexed to persons of verbs ending in 1 
or '.evidently for the sake of more elegant and agreeable 
pronunciation, as the letter v in the Greek language. 

n p«iragogic is annexed to three infinitives, r\\l}'y to be 
dry^ rby to be able^ and nSSJ^' to hate. 

Upon a general review of all the serviles and their uses, 
it will be found that 1 and ^ may be servile in any part : 
K, n> 3j Oy 3) and r\ can be regularly servile, only when 
prefixed or affixed ; while 3, ^, and V can be servile on- 
ly as prefixed to a root. This observation may be helpful 
towards finding out the root in many cases* 

The Hebrew being evidently constructed upon the prin- 
ciple of brevity, may be deemed a kind of ancient or orig- 
inal short hand^ wherein both brevity and ease of pronun- 
ciation are much consulted. 
. We naturally choose in composing and writing short- 
hand, to contract such words as are most frequently in use ; 
and in speaking them, we choose to make such altera- 
tions as may fit them for being pronounced with the 
greatest ease and pleasure. 
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For ofie or otber^ or both of these reasons, such liberttei 
are taken in the Hebrevir tongue with those words as are 
of the most general and frequent use ; whereby it comes 
to pass, that there are many imperfect roots ; and it is very 
observable, that such roots are, generally speaking, of this 
kind { and are therefore contracted and accommodated 
as much as possible to the ease of pronunciation. 

But the liberties taken in the Hebrew are comparative* 
ly very few, and evidently very reasonable and proper, 
Consisting only in writing a single letter for a double one» 
of in occasionally leaving out vowels as K, n^ 1, ^ which 
Is done for the sake of brevity ; or in changing n into Jlf 
or % for the ease of pronunciation ; and sometimes chang- 
ing the first radical ^ into 1 to distinguish the passive or 
tausal, from the active* 

. Imperfect roots are reckoned of tw9 sorts. Those verbs 
which drop or change any vowely belonging to the root 
are called quiescent : those which drop any radical coma* 
Hantj are called defutive. 

The Quiescent verbs are as follow*

A 
verb of this sort has in Hcphal a 1 inserted just before 
its first radical ; and sometimes in Hithpaelj or other 
conjugations, it assumes a 1 between the first and sec* 
ond. radical. 

Some verbs are doubly tmpeifect, having a ♦ or 3 for^ 
their first radical, and n for the third : the seccnd 
ra4icalv alone being permanent* 

Sometimes' in t}iese im^pierlect foots, both &f the per- 
manent radkids are r^pei^ted, for the sake of £»/>&a/a. 
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These droppings and changing? of the radical letters 
are frequently to ht seen in the derivatives^ as well as in 
the roots themselves ; and it is this circumstance chiefly, 
that makes the investigation of the root to be attended 
with any difficulty. But this is removed by the plan up- 
on which the foregoing lexicon is formed. 

Now let any one review this account of the construc- 
tion and rationale of the language, and he will see that it 
has the following remarkable advantages. 

Its alphabet has just so many letters as are sufficient to 
denote all the simple articulations in speech. 

It has just so many letters to each primitive or root a« 
nature itself dictates and necessitates, viz. but two or 
three. 

It has fixed upon those letters for the commod serviles, 
which may be pronounced with the greatest facility. 

It varies the root iut the most brief and expeditious 
way, by prefixing, affixing or inserting, only one or two 
of these serviles. 

, It has no more moods, tenses, numbers, and genders, 
than are absolutely necessary. 

It distinguishes the tenses and conjugations of verbs in 
the briefest and most natural way. 
: It makes the utmost advantage of a root, by varying 
the meaning, and yet strictly retaining the primitive idea. 

It make5 the best use of the primitive pronouns, in a 
way that is strictly natural, very intelligible, and greatly 
helpful to the memory, and that expresses the meaning in 
the most brief and expeditious manner. 
- The most usual and needful prepositions are single let- 
ters prefixed, taken from those words in the language 
that ^m^an what the prqiositions themselves do. 
• Its seeming irregularities may be uatiirally accounted 
for„ by conceiving it is a language intended to express 
those ideas, in the briefest manner, and with the greatest 
ease of pronwB<:iation, which, according to the nature of 
laijguagf, must occur with the greatest frequency. 
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Were we to descend into a^particular examination of 
the roots themselves, how uniformly they refer to some 
natural idea ; how properly the idea is varied and ap- 
plied ; how natural the idiom and phraseology of th« 
language is ; and the like : we should observe many 
more peculiar beauties in the language. 

I might have annexed a Paradigm aqd Index ; but had 
rather recommend it to the learner to form them for 
himself, out of what is here laid before him. And when 
he has, by this or any other means, familiarized the 
Hebrew alphabet and the substantial part of the gram- 
mar ; he will be capable to make use of the lexicon with 
case and pleasure ; if he proceeds by the help of aD 
English Bible, that has the marginal readings. 
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
